Documents 1 and 2 describe an image display device comprising a spatial li^t modulation 
element having a reflective electrode, an illumination optical system having a polarization element, an 
integrator having a plurality of elements arranged to form a matrix, and a light source, wherein the 
illumination light emitted &om the light source falls at an angle on the spatial light modulation 
element via the polarization element and integrator and illuminates the spatial light modulation 
element, a projection lens forming an image of the spatial light modulation element, aod a reflective 
surface so disposed in the vicinity of the rear end portion of the projection lens as to suppress the 
mclination angle of the illumination Ught flux emitted from the illumination optical system on the 
spatial Ught modulation element and avoid intersection with the modulated light flux reflected from 
jthe spatial Ught modulation element.
